the Senate and sixty-five in the House, 
making a total of ninety-three who a few 
years ago were actively engaged in try- 
ing to destroy the Government they are 
now making laws for. Would the Boys 
an Blue who followed Sherman to the 
aea, or who worked out Grant's mag- 
nificent plans, have been very earnest 
could they have seen the present Con- 
gress? Patriotism seems to be a losing 
card.

NEVADA POST OFFICES. 


There are in the State of Nevada one 


hundred and six post offices, of which 
ail are rated as second class, five as 
third class, and the remaining ninety- 
iive.as fourth class offices. The second 
class postmasters receive salaries rang- 
ing from f2,100 to $2,800 per annum. 
The clerk hire, rent, fuel and lights al- 
lowed by the Government. Third class 
officers are paid yearly salaries ranging 
irom $1,300 to $1,800, while those hold- 
ing fourth class offices depend for their 
compensation upon the amount of busi- 
ness done in their offices. It must in 
no case, however, exceed $250 per quar- 
ter, or $1,000 per annum. In all money 
order offices the postmasters receive a 
commission upon all orders issued by 
them. The receipts from box rent, sales 
of postage stamps, and from any and all 
other sources are required to bo ac- 
counted for and turned over to the Post 
Office Department. The second class 
offices, with the yearly salary attached 
to each, ore as follows:

SEC. 21. For a wilful neglect or for a 


refusal to comply with the provisions ol 
this Act, or for any one or more of them, 
any officers herein named shall on con- 
viction be subject to a fine not exceed- 
ing five thousand dollars, to forfeil 
their offices, to imprisonment in the 
State Prison, not less than one year 
nor more than three years, or to any one 
or more of said penalties, in the discre- 
tion of the Court,provided, thatnothing 
in this section shall be held to release 
them from the giving of any bonds re- 
quired by law from any civil responsi- 
bility, to any and all persons in relation 
to the business of their said offices thai 
may be .by. other laws applicable to 
their said official duties. 


SEC. 22. No officer named in this Aci 


shall perform any service until the fees 
prescribed by law are paid; provided, 
that if any officer shall neglect or refuse 
to collect the legal fees for his services 
he and his bondsmen shall be liable to 
pay double the amount of such fees nol 
collected, to be recovered in any courl 
of competent jurisdiction. 


SEC. 23. All fees and emoluments 


collected by the several officers under 
the provisions of this Act shall be paid 
upon a statement made under oath to 
the County Treasurer on the first Mon- 
day of every month and by him kept in 
a fund to be known as the Salary Fund, 
and all warrants for the payment of the 
salaries provided by this Act, shall be 
drawn upon said Salary Fund. When- 
ever there is a surplus in said fund, the 
Board of Commissioners may transfer it 
to the General Fund, and whenever 
there is a deficiency the Board of Com- 
missioners shall transfer to the Salary 
Fund a sufficient sum from the General 
Fund to meet all warrants drawn against 
said Salary Fund. 


SEC. 24. The Slate of Nevada shall 


allow the several counties of this Stats 
for the service rendered under the Rev- 
enue Act the Auditor, Assessor and 
Treasurer of each county as follows: 
For the Auditors, a sum which shall be 
the proportion of the State tax to the 
whole tax levied by the county on the 
basis of one hundred dollars per month 
for the Auditor's salary; for the Assessor, 
a sum which shall be the proportion of 
the State tax to the whole tax levied by 
the county on the basis of the salary al- 
lowed by this Act; for the Treasurer, 
four per cent, on all moneys paid to the 
State after deducting school moneys, 
these allowances shall be made at the 
time of the semi-annual settlement pro- 
vided by law upon vouchers furnished 
the County Treasurer by the Board of 
Commissioners of his county.

GREEDY GRASSHOPPERS 


The Fearful Locust Scourge in Sierra Valley— 


The Damagt Inflicted Upon the Crops 


by the Ravenous Insects!

HARMLESS LOCUSTS. 


Much alarm is sometimes given by 


the appearance of certain harmless lo- 
custs, and their young are often mistak- 
en. The large, wingless, 
beautiful, 


resident of Sierra Valley, is often so 
regarded. He is 2% inches long, and so 
slow in motion that Prof. Biely calls 
him the "clumsy locust." 


The large (2 inches) grayish American 


Acridinus is often met with. The "cor- 
al-wings" is common, with bright pink 
hind wings aud short, thick body. 
The "green-stripe," about 1% inches 
long, with a wide green stripe along its 
elytra or fore wings, is often found. 
Another is a medium-sued grayish, mot- 
tled with black grasshoppers, while a 
fifth common species is the 
little 


"grouse locust," readily distinguished 
by its small head and eyes, a high stock 
or choker about its neck below' its 
diamond shaped pronotum or shoulder 
piece, very wide between the insertion 
of the wings, which are long and narrow. 
All of these hybernate in either the half 
grown or mature state, and the latter is 
often mistaken for the young of the 
devourer, and give rise to the frequent 
reports, even in Winter, that "the lo- 
custs are hatching out," for with the 
warmth of but a few hours those little, 
full-winged locusts become very active. 


DESTBUCTIVE POWKB OP LOCUSTS. 


In the report of the Entomological 


Commission instituted by Congress es- 
pecially to grapple with the locust prob- 
lem, occurs a passage so beautiful and 
forcible, and one which the people of 
Sierra Valley now are so amply prepared 
to appreciate, that I transcribe entire: 
'No one who has not witnessed the rav- 
aging power of locusts can fully con- 
ceive of it. The organization and habit 
of the typical locust admirably fit it for 
its work. Muscular, gregarious, with 
powerful jaws and ample digestive and 
reproductive systems, f trong of wing 
and assisted in flight liy numerous air- 
sacs that buoy it up, all these traits 
make it the terrible engine of destruc- 
tion which history relates. Insignifi- 
cant indmdually.bnt mighty collectively 
locusts fall upon a country like a plague 
or blight. The farmer plows and plants. 
He cultivates in hope' watching his 
growing grain, in graceful, wave-like 
motion wafted by the warm Sum- 
mer wind. The green begins to golden; 
the pulpy kernels fill the plant-houses 
where but a few days ago the flowers 
threw out their yellow antler—a triple 
banner* challenging the elements; the 
harvest is at hand. Joy lightens his la. 
bor as the fruit of his past toil is about 
to be realized. The day breaks with a 
smiling sun that sends his ripening rays, 
through promising fields and laden or- 
chards. Kine and fowl, beasts of bur- 
den, and the faithful laborer and sleek 
with plenty; all the earth seems vocal 
with joy. The day grows. Suddenly 
the sun's face is darkened, and clouds 
obscure the sky. The joy of the mom- 
ing to be converted to destruction! 
The hated locust swoops down upon 
the fields, and ere eve all is a dead 
waste!'1 


The locust is omnivious—though it 


has its preferences—and 
extremely 


gluttonous. One individual will con- 
sume a long stalk of grain in a short 
time, deftly passing it along with its 
fore feet like a carriage-way in a saw- 
mill. Often choosing the joints or other 
certain points in a stand of grain, it 
cuts off the stalk to secure its morsel 
of choice food, leaving the rest to decay. 
Food is discharged as excrement rapid- 
ly, and but little changed apparently, 
except that it is fouled with an offensive 
smell that in some sections is supposed 
to breed diseases. 


LOCPST ENEMIES. 


First in importance, though silent and 


unseen, are insects of its own great or- 
der. They prey upon it from the egg 
to the adult, while roosting at night or 
flying by day. It is a law of nature 
that every animal meets with check. A 
particular plant-feeder may swarm to 
an alarming extent one year, and be un- 
henrd of the next, being checked, per- 
haps, by referred to, report, describe 
and illustrate a host of insects includ- 
ing minute mites, no larger than pin 
heads, flies, wasps, beetles and the like, 
whose larvae feed upon the eggs. Wasps, 
hornets and flies attack the grown inbect, 


Mr. Merrit Harden, through his pis- 


catorial proclivities, happily discovered 
that our atrox is badly parasitised with 
the "red mite" Trombidium locnstrium, 
described and named by Prof. Biley, 
Should this parasite multiply the in- 
stinct of the locust will cause it to avoid 
the vicinity, as was distinctly proved in 
the East with the "hated" spretug. 


A certain oy (Tachina) seeks out the 


locust to deposit by a quick dart upon 
it, an egg, which speedily hatches, 
gnaws into the body of the locust and 
preys upon its vitals, soon killing it. 
BwamiB of these flies have been known 
to drive out or turn the course of an 
army of locusts. The so-called "hair- 
worm" lives a portion of its life, in the 


locust. It never originates from horse 
hairs, as often thought. 


The whole bird family, from the swan 


to the pee-wee, are valiant friends o' 
man in the contest. So important is this 
aid and public sentiment as well as leg- 
islation in all the West protects the 
birds from wanton destruction. Pro- 
fessor S. Aughey of Nebraska investiga- 
ted this subject in aid of the Commis- 
sion, and names 260 kinds of birds in 
the crops or stomachs of which he found 
locusts. Principal of these are domestic 
fowls, robins, black-birds, larks, blue- 
birds, swallows, snipe, plover, ducks, 
doves, grouse, magpies, crows, etc. 


Several quadrupeds rally for the de- 


struction of locusts, including the com" 
mon skunk, which for signal service in 
this cause is voted a benefactor in the lo- 
cust region, and is petted, despite his 
odor. 


The Indians of the interior, usually 


so stolid, become quite excited at the 
appearance of locusts, not with fear, 
but joy, as they proceed to harvest a 
Winter's store "clickets," in this re- 
spect resembling the Arab of the desert, 
who, at sight of the coming cloud, falls 
on his face, with loud cries of praise to 
Allah and the Prophet, for sending him 
food. 


PEOTECTION AND DEFENCES. 


These ore of five sorts. First—En- 


couragement of natural locust enemies. 
Second—Destruction of the eggs. Third 
—Destruction of the unfledged young. 
Fourth—Destruction of 
the 
flyers. 


Fifth—Warding off the frightful objects 
or sounds. The best means of destroy- 
ing the eggs is by plowing them under, 
harrowing them out of their nests in 
Autumn and exposing to Winter weather 
and birds, irrigating and rotting them, 
or making the ground to hard for egress 
by rolling. 


When it is remembered that the 


young locust does not dig its way out of 
the ground—only wiggles out of the 
loose soil with its mantle btill on—the 
feasibility of plowing, harrowing and 
rolling is apparent, and I am surprised 
that not a farmer of Sierra Valley is re- 
ported as trying these remedies. Cer- 
tain knolls known to be full of (eggs 
could be thus treated, and the vast bulk 
of our local pest be destroyed in the 
egg. I say "local pest" advisedly. The 
Oedipoda atrox is not a true migratore, 
does not rise in vast swarms to a great 
height, and journey for days in a given 
direction; hence its destruction may be 
compassed or completed by vigorous 
concert of action. 


And this is the comfort we may gath- 


er from all this investigation: that this 
is not the hateful spretus of the Rocky 
Mountains, liable at any day to drop 
out of the sky in overwhelming myriads, 
but only a local and usually harmless 
species, that for some perhaps evanes- 
cent cause, has multiplied to a destruc- 
tive extent. The theory lately advanced 
in the Republican (which I fear may be 
credited to me, as the editor refers to 
me in the outset), is radically wrong. 
The statement is made that "To put in 


in crops 
would only foster the 


scourge, while to let the ground he idle 
may starve the rapacious insects into 
emigrating." 


No, no. Plow and sow, harrow and 


roll, and spade and ditch the infected 
spots- Aided by friends, seen and un- 
seen, the plague may be averted. 
Take 


the example of the farmers of the East 
who fight the "hated" locust, though it 
is like contending against the wind, at 
great expense, with coal oil cans, with 
gathering machines, with fire and water. 
Failing to fight them here and now, the 
creatures may take possession and breed 
m destructive numbers annually, since 
this is as natural a breeding ground as 
any other. For some reason the "cheek" 
is removed, Let us seek out another. 
Let fortunate farmers not gloat over the 
temporary advantages to them from the 
misfortunes of their neighbors, for the 
"atrocious" locust is perfectly at home 
here, and may radiate in any direction 
toward the most inviting fields. Let 
them rather get into full sympathy with 
the sufferers, remembering that really 
in calamities of this kind all the com- 
munity suffers. 
Let all join as one 


man to limit, cripple and kill off this 
common enemy—the "atrocious locust."
